Mr. Dwight D. Eisenhower—a civilian seck- 
ing the Republican nomination for president— 
n work as a candidate last week.

welcomed hack to Washington (see cover) with 
all the formality, glitter and pomp the high 
brass could muster. He had twice been saluted 
by 17 guns and then, before the traditional 
honor guard, had heard read the orders retir- 
ing him from his 37 years of military service. 
The soldier, having changed into ci 
clothes, made a swift adjustment to politics. 
He seemed instantly at home with yoters and 
enjoyed himself being with them. He talked 
freely about his religious and polit 
At the cornerstone laying, he said, 
« believed the admonition ‘the fear of 
the beginning of all wisdom’... . All 
would be well if man would take the cards that 
he had been dealt in this world and play them 


to the best of his ability.” Later that afternoon, 
while the nation crowded around television sets 
to get a close look, he proclaimed the Eisen- 
hower political credo. 

His opponents criticized him for couching 
his ideas in generalities, his supporters praised 
him for daring to restate simple truths in sim- 
ple terms. It was certainly apparent to all that 
he was an instinctively good, if unsophisticat- 
ed, politician, He had firmly established him- 
self as a middle-of-the-road Republican. And 
although he had not committed himself on some 
specific issues, he had, by the end of his first 
week in politics, succeeded in giving the coun- 
try a good idea of what he believed and what 
he would stand for as president (next page).

FAREWELL TO SOCIALISM 


THE CONSTITUTION IS INTACT 


Besides the two signs of U.S. political health 
noted at the right, still another was the Supreme 
Court decision in the steel case (p. 31). Of the 
six majority opinions, none quite matched the 
simple eloquence of the late Justice Brandeis, 
whose words on a similar constitutional issue 
{in Myers vs. U.S.) were quoted by two of the 
concurring justices last week. Said Brandeis: 

“The doctrine of the separation of powers 
was adopted by the convention of 1787, not to 
promote efficiency but to preclude the exercise 
of arbitrary power. The purpose was, not to 
avoid friction, but, by means of the inevitable 
friction incident to the distribution of the gov- 
ernmental powers among three departments, 
to save the people from autocracy.” 

Now that we have been saved from autoc- 
racy, who’s going to save us from the terrible 
costs of a long steel strike? As the Court made 
clear, the President himself has several statu- 
tory methods that he hasn’t tried yet, inelud- 
ing the limited seizure provision of the Selec- 
tive Service Act. So there is no reason why the 
defense program should suffer directly from 
this strike. As for us mere consumers, we de- 
pend as always on the variable ability of great 
industries to govern themselves, i.e. to solve 
their internal disputes for the sake of their over- 
riding interest in production. Meanwhile, as 
Federal District Judge Pine remarked, there 
are worse things than a steel strike. Thanks to 
a healthy Constitution and a healthy majority 
of the Supreme Court, we have avoided them. 
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Ve note two recent symptoms indicating 
that, for a middle-aged country, the U.S. is 
in pretty good political health. 

Symptom No. 1 is a gentle cough from the 
past: the virtual demise of the American So- 
cialist party (see p. 26). It died (among other 
reasons) because socialism never really took 
root in American life. Why? 

The best short answer appears in a big two- 
volume epitaph called Socialism and Ameri- 
can Life, just published by the Princeton 
University Press: 

“Socialism made little headway because 
the philosophy of Americanism was itself a 
kind of ... ‘surrogate’ socialism. Socialism 
promised a classless society in the future. 
Americanism taught that the citizens of the 
U.S. already enjoyed it in the present... . 


Socialism promised a release of productive 
forces. Americanism pointed to the country’s 
rising standard of living: there were no lim- 
itations upon economic productivity, except 
temporary ones. Socialism preached the gos- 
pel of freedom and equality. These were the 
familiar shibboleths of the mythology of 
Americanism, reinforced by legend, history 
and actual fact. At every point socialism en- 
countered the obstacle of a prior faith which 
was so much like it in aspiration, promise, 
even in phrasing, that to substitute the first 
for the second seemed to be pointless.” 

The Socialists contributed a lot of color 
and variety to American life, and we're sorry 
in a way to see them go. But it’s worth not- 
ing that it was America’s inherent political 
strength that defeated them, 


A REPUBLICAN FOREIGN POLICY 


Our second sign of health concerns the Re- 
publican party and through it the future of 
the nation. Senator Taft made a foreign pol- 
iey speech last week in which he expressed 
the hope that “we will have complete unity 
in the final development of a Republican 
foreign policy plank.” Despite his ill-advised 
cracks at Eisenhower, Taft’s speech was it- 
self a long step toward demonstrating that 
real unity is possible and is in the making. 
The key figure in this unity seems to be 
John Foster Dulles, who, like Eisenhower, 
has patriotically done foreign policy jobs for 
‘Truman, and is therefore tarred with the 
brush of “bipartisanship.” Taft was right 
in saying that “bipartisanship today is a 
fraud.” But even a so-called “bipartisan” 
can make a wholesale case against the Tru- 
man-Acheson foreign policy. This Dulles has 
shown both in recent speeches and in his Lire 
article (“A Policy of Boldness,” May 19). 
The Truman-Acheson policies are what 
Dulles calls “treadmill policies,” purely de- 
fensive, unimaginative, too expensive and 
inadequate. Taft's speech made all these 
points and, in fact, quoted Dulles half a doz- 
en times with warm approval. The climax 
of Taft’s speech was in his answer to the ques- 
tion, “How would you finally defeat Com- 
munism?” Here ‘aft, the ex-isolationist, ac- 
tually looked forward to an American-led 
rusade.” This would not only “spread the 
doctrine of individual liberty throughout 
the world,” but aim at the liberation of those 
“millions of heroic anti-Communist Rus- 
sians, Poles, Lithuanians,” etc. “who desire 
passionately to throw off the Soviet yoke.” 
The Democrats have had no policy about 
the fate of these prisoners of starvation. Just 
as the Democrats have been unable to blue- 
print a victorious end to the Korean war, so 
they seem unwilling to envision any tolerable 


end whatever to the cold war. That is the 
case against the Democrats. 

The Republicans have here such a power- 
ful issue that one wonders why they haven’t 
closed ranks on it before. There are two rea- 
sons. The first is their propensity for squab- 
bling over means, which casts doubt on their 
sincerity about ends. Thus Taft's own Sen- 
ate record does not square with his new in- 
sistence on U.S. control of the air. 

But there is a more important reason for 
the apparent disunity in Republican foreign 
policy. Taft put his finger on it when he made 
his “crusade” conditional. “We can do [it],”” 
he said. “But to succeed, we ourselves” — 
the American people—"must believe in lib- 
erty.” Do we? Enough? Certainly the Dem- 
ocrats, whose anti-Communism has been 
both cautious and calamitous, have bee: 
winning elections. Appeasement, in various 
disguises, has proved almost as popular in 
the postwar U.S. as it was in prewar Eng- 
land. So from the standpoint of votes, you 
can’t blame the Republicans for not want- 
ing to test America’s capacity for following 
the kind of leadership it has so long done 
without. 

The basic policy which Dulles puts for- 
ward may seem to entail greater risks but the 
evidence is overwhelming that it will prove 
the policy of wisdom in the long run. More- 
over, the popular enthusiasm for General 
Eisenhower indicates that the American 
people have not lost their capacity to follow 
strong leadership, when that leadership ex- 
presses the simple and permanent truths of 
the American experience. Of which, the uni- 
versal God-given right to liberty is Truth 
Number One. 

So here is the embryo of a united Repub- 
lican foreign policy which is also American 
policy. Here is a real sign of health.

SOCIALIST TORCH BURNS LOW 


A once fiery crusade holds what may be its last national convention 


Last week in the Hotel Hollenden in Cleveland 
a small national political convention drew to 
its close with the disconsolate air of a poorly- 
attended wake. This was the 28th convention 
of the American Socialist party, less than 150 
of whose members had gathered to nominate a 
presidential candidate (left). They pledged a 
slender $7,195 for a campaign fund, flayed the 
big, rich major parties, quarreled shrilly among 
themselves, and then went their ways. Yet even 
the nomination of a candidate whom none of 
his supporters concede the slightest chance of 
winning in November was a kind of victory for 
moribund U.S. Socialism. Before the conven- 
tion there had been doubt that the tiny (3,000- 
member) party would bother to nominate one. 

When the U.S. Socialist party, rallied by the 
magnetic messiah, Eugene V. Debs, was formal- 
ly launched in 190] in Indianapolis, it seemed, 
to many a work-worn laborer and heartsick in- 
tellectual, to be man’s best hope for a better 
nation, Until the workers ultimately seized the 
government, as Marx said they would, Social- 
ism was fighting for shorter hours and higher 
wages, old age pensions, public ownership of 
utilities, unemployment insurance, the aboli- 
tion of child labor. This was at a time when U.S. 
courts held that regulation of working hours 
violated “freedom of contract,” 99% of the na- 
tional wealth was concentrated in the hands of 
1% of the families while 6-year-old girls worked 


13 hours a day in cotton mills, and men’s wages 
averaged $1.25 for a 10-12 hour day. Some New 
York slums contained almost 1,000 people to 
the acre (Europe’s worst, 485) and tenement 
owners made 40% profit a year on investments. 
In the following decade, Socialism bloomed 
mightily. When he ran for president in 1901 
Gene Debs got 84,003 votes; in 1912 he got 901,- 
873. Unions began to win recognition and the 
“radical” nine-hour day. But the bloom wilted 
quickly. The party was rent by strife between 
its moderates, who believed in progress through 
evolution, and syndicalist extremists who fa- 
vored revolutionary violence. Other segments 
defected to Teddy Roosevelt, later to Wood- 
row Wilson; then Coolidge prosperity.made So- 
cialism seem unnecessary. But what above all 
else set Socialism’s sun were the New Deal's re- 
forms: wages and hours laws, social security, 
hening of unions and slum 


Perennially the 


cia 


pointed the way to needed reforms, but U.S. 
capitalism, contrary to all Marxist theory, had 
proved able to travel the road without any So- 
cialist help. Socialism was always a catalyst but 
never a force. This year, according to their sec- 
retary’s report, the Socialists may win a place 
on 18 state ballots at most. Even among yener- 
able firebrands, like those on the opposite page, 
there was a heavy foreboding that the Cleve- 
land convention might be U.S. Socialism’s last.

Battle of pinpricks goes on in Berlin, oil odds go to 180,000 to 1, and Kefauver goes on rolling 


A battle of pinpricks raged in Germany as an 
aftermath of the signing of the German peace 
contract. In reprisal against the partial sealing 
of the West German frontier by the Russians, 
the British blockaded the Red radio station in 
West Berlin. The East Germans presented the 
U.S. with a $14 million telephone bill and the 
British with a bill for $4,650,000, for use of long- 
distance lines across Germany to their zones. 
Both bills doubtless will be rejected. At Leipzig 
a Red-sponsored German youth outfit held a 
big military parade and was urged by Commu- 
nist President Wilhelm Pieck to become “fight- 
ing comrades of the Soviet army.”

Italy's republic has a birthday 


A fivemmile-long military parade in Rome, celebrating the sixth anni- 
versary of the Italian Republic, displayed some of the rearmed might 
thai Italy can contribute to Western defense. There were a full infan- 
try division, an armored brigade, 200 planes and 200 tanks, many 
made in U.S.A. On the same day Premier Alcide de Gasperi let loose 
a blast at the resurgent monarchist movement which he called “dan- 
gerously divisive” to democracy in the republic. In coalition with the 
neo-fascist M.S.I. party, the monarchists had captured 11% of the 
vote in the country’s provincial and municipal elections, winning con- 
trol of Naples, Bari, Salerno, Foggia and dozens of other towns. De 
Gasperi’s Christian Democrats and their allies repelled a Communist 
electoral drive on Rome. But the growing voting strength of both left 
and right extremes meant that the government would face a desper- 
ate fight for its life at next year’s national elections.

Slowly but surely the defiant Communist prisoners of Koje 
were being reconquered. In their first real show of force since 
the abduction of General Dodd, U.N. troops and tanks with 
flame throwers entered some of the toughest compounds to 
bulldoze flagpoles and burn Red banners.

FAME FINALLY CATCHES UP 
TO POET-PAINTER OF MAINE 


Nine years ago when Marsden Hartley stood, hea 
ber-eyed, before the camera of George Platt Lynes, he was just 
beginning to know widespread success as a painter. A half year 
later, at 66, he died of a heart ailment, But his fame has con- 
tinued to grow until today Hartley is recognized as one of 
the century's outstanding American artists, an uncompromis- 
ing stylist whose art has influenced countless painters of the 
present generation. This month at the University of Minn 
sota gallery he is being honored with a large show which is 
scheduled to go on a three years’ tour of U.S. muscums. 

A solitary bachelor who a carried an umbrella 
and dressed in clothes that loc for him, Hartley 
often referred to himself as th nd said he want- 
ed to be remembered as “the painter 
gan and ended th 


ind som- 


nd most of his time was ¢ 
ing and writin, gull 
regions. The youngest of nine children of an English-born cot- 
ton spinner, Hartley began his art career making drawings of 
wild life for a naturalist in Lewiston, Maine. In 1892, when 
his family moved to Ohio, he won a scholarship at the Cleve- 
land School of Art, later went on to study in New York. But 
the summer of 1900 found him back in New England where he 
began his lifelong series of paintings recording Maine's land- 
scape. His vigorous early work (opposite page) brought him 
to the attention of Alfred Stieglitz who exhibited his paintings 
and raised money for him to go to Europe. 

For years Hartley ranged between the Continent and the 
US., slowly evolving his brusque and vehement style, and 
selling just enough work to pay for his travels. But eventually 
he would end up again in Maine. There, during his last years, 
he spent every summer, boarding with f nd paint- 
ingin an old hencoop. During the winter in Ne hewrote 
poems about the Maine scenes he loved to paint. One of the 
most beautiful of these (from Selected Poems, Viking Press 
©1940, Marsden Hartley) describes Robin Hood Cove (p. 88): 


‘When evening comes to its gentle arias 

along the dusky cove, 

and the blue heron flies like a slow arrow 

along the selvages of the cove, 

as if to give its signal for fine music, 

and the little birds who have been so warm 

all day have gone in among the pine-spills 

for their tithe of rest— 

the white bridge joining bank to bank of the tidal river 
takes the hushed tones of evening to it ingra 
the gulls having nothing more to 

to each other—fold wings as pure hands are 

folded for a silent thought.

were standing by to drop in, but the officials decided not to use 
them. One reason for this decision was the pilot’s report that there 
were no survivors; the only purpose to be served by visiting the 
wreck would be to bury the bodies, get what mail and baggage w 
left and try to determine the cause of the crash. 

But the main reason for the decision was the jungle. Nowhere in 
the immediate vicinity of the wrecked plane was there a clearing, 
and paratroopers dropped in there might not survive in this jung 
which Brazilians call “The Green Hell.” The Mato Grosso is one of 
the few remaining places on earth not yet fully explored by civilized 
man—a dank, tenebrous tangle where light rarely penetrates 
through the 110-foot-tall trees, where biting spiders are almost 
as big as pancakes, ticks burrow deep under the skin, snakes grow 
30 feet long, and naked Indians slip silently through the under- 
growth, armed with poison-dipped arrows. Understandably the 
Pan American and Brazilian officials concluded that they must 
proceed with caution, overland. 

The closest airstrip to the scene of the wreck was 110 miles away, 
at Araguacema, a tiny Indian settlement on the banks of the slug- 
gish Araguaia River. Araguacema suddenly became a gathering 
point for dozens of men from Pan American, investigators from 
the U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board and fliers from the Brazilian air 
force. While the natives gaped at the great planes roaring in and 
out with supplies, the expeditionary force assembled and flew on 
to their base camp—Lago Grande, a group of 10 huts 100 miles 
down the Araguaia River and nearer the wreck. The plan of opera- 
tion was to tunnel through the jungle from Lago Grande, while the 
big planes would fly supplies into the first camp at Araguacema, 
PBYs would bring them down to the Lago Grande base and a heli- 
copter would ferry them to the men as they pushed through the 
jungle. For diplomatic reasons there were to be two men in charge 
of the expedition, a Brazilian as the official leader and an Ameri- 
can as the unofficial one. The official leader was a smart young 
Brazilian air force major named José Carlos de Miranda Correa, 
yeteran of World War II and holder of the U.S. Distinguished 
Flying Cross. Unofficial leader was Pan American’s 52-year-old 
Humphrey Toomey, Annapolis graduate and head of the airline’s 
Latin American division,

Announcing that the present rescue party was taking too 
long, and adding the bit of demagoguery that someone might still 
be alive and suffering out there, Adhemar gathered a crew of cops, 
ex-soldiers and adventurers and equipped them as a second rescue 
party. He put them under the command of a ferret-faced hench- 
man named 10 de Matos, and christened them the “Caravan 
of Solidarity.” Then he saw them off from the airport at Sao Paulo. 
“Are the weapons in good order? And our glorious grenades? Then 
go ahead, be he roared. They loaded themselves, complete 

ith a disassembled helicopter, into two cargo planes and took off 
for a landing strip near the wreck. They set up camp, assembled 
the helicopter and started parachuting in to a clearing four miles 
from the wreck. 


Into the clearing 


Lago Grande, Humphrey Toomey took one look at the heli- 
| ire whirring over him, then took off to see what was going 
on. Plenty was. In their clearing only four miles from the wrec! K 
members of the Caravan of Solidarity gaily waved bits of para- 
chute silk at Toomey’s plane. 

Toomey realized ‘immediately that what had been an expedi- 
tion to study the wreck had now become a race through the jungle. 
And there was no telling what these newcomers would do to the 
evidence if they got there first. He flew back, established contact 
with Adhemar’s men and volunteered to cooperate with them. 
They would be glad to cooperate. Could the official team use the 
parachutists’ clearing near the wreck? Certainly. Almost immedi- 
ately Toomey got the first sign that his offer of “cooperation” was 
being taken literally. The Adhemar helicopter dropped in with a

By May 15, 16 days from the time of the wreck, 
the U.S. helicopter had arrived and the rest of the 
official group had been set down in the clearing. 
They found that the parachutists had sat in their 
clearing for two days, afraid to move ahead be- 
cause they were convinced that they were sur- 
rounded by cannibalistic Indians. They had even 
radioed for more arms, because they expected “a 
pitched battle any moment.” Guide Solino had 
denounced all this as nonsense and had calmly 
pushed on toward the wreck, followed by most of 
the parachutists. Four of them were still at the 
clearing, still scared of the jungle. 

The first night the newcomers found out why. 
The jungle at night they discovered, was a lot dif- 
ferent from the jungle in daytime. When dark 
came the weird shrieks of the birds seemed to in- 
crease in volume, What were swinging vines by 
day became writhing giant snakes when outlined 
against the sky at night. Then came the most hor- 
rifying phenomenon of all: a hollow, high-pitched 
chorus that sounded as if an express train were 
rushing through the jungle and into the camp. 
This was what the parachutists had thought were 
Indians. Actually it was the “monkey serenade,” 
well known to the natives but enough to chill the 
blood of these strangers to the jungle. And the 
monkey serenade was punctuated by ear-split- 
ting explosions. The remaining parachutists, still 
convinced they were about to be attacked by In- 
dians, were lobbing dynamite sticks in every di- 
rection.

100-YEAR-OLD COE COLLEGE AND CEDAR RAPIDS 
UNITE TO DISPLAY THEIR ENTHUSIASM FOR ART 


When most colleges observe an important anni- 
versary, they invite the alumni back for a senti- 
mental reunion or to attend a traditional ball 
game or to listen to endless speeches by visiting 
dignitaries. But Coe College, a small coeduca- 

- tional Presbyterian institution of 610 students 
in Cedar Rapids, lowa, celebrated its centen- 
nial by staging a six-day arts festival last month 
and getting Cedar Rapids to go on a big cul- 
tural splurge. 

Instead of a show of sentimentality, Coe put 
on two art shows, one a loan exhibit of well- 
known works by famous artists of the past, the 
other a sampling of paintings owned by Iowa 
citizens. Instead of an athletic contest, the col- 
lege presented its coeds in a pageant which in- 
cluded a very feminine pantomime of football 
(above). And instead of speeches by bigwigs, 
there were art discussions and gallery talks by 
visiting critics, a performance of Shaw’s Man 
and Superman, concerts by a top-ranking sizing 


quartet which was imported for the occasion 
and a premier performance of a cantata writ- 
ten for the festival. 

Cedar Rapids’ enthusiasm for art began 25 
years ago when the late Grant Wood was living 
there, turning out his stylized landscapes and 
his now-famous American Gothic. Local busi: 
nessmen became interested in his work and in 
art generally and later decided to send another 
Cedar Rapids artist, Marvin Cone (left), to 
Europe for a summer's study. 

Ever since World War II, Coe College has 
felt it should help satisfy the town’s cultural 
cravings and has gone in heavily for the arts. 
It is proud to have Cone as a professor, and 
by events like the festival it hopes to keep Ce- 
dar Rapids from becoming “just another mill 
town.” It has plenty to build on in this diree- 
tion. Because of the art enthusiasm already en- 
gendered there, more than 600 original paint- 
tugs hang in Cedar Rapids homes (next page).
